REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowance 
of claim 1-12 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or suggest a 
rotator rotate the laser-processing head around the central axial line of the valve seat 
portion such that said laser-processing head is inclined with respect to the generally 
vertical line, wherein the laser-processing head includes a coaxial nozzle comprising a 
supply of powdery material, four powdery material-introductory portions spaced from 
each other at 90- intervals in a circumferential direction as recited in claim 1 ; supplying 
a powdery material into a swirling chamber, via four powdery material-introductory 
portions spaced from each other at 90- interval in a circumferential direction and rotating 
the laser-processing head around the central axial line of the valve seat portion as 
recited in claim 6.
